Prison gates that clanged on Tom 
Mooney 19 years ago may sawing 
open within a few weeks, 

If they do, it will mean the be- 
ginning of the end of one of the 
most famous cases modern 
timea—a — case comparable — to 
France’s Dreyfus case in duration 
nnd implication. . 

Even if Tom Mooncy, serving & 
life sentence for participation vin 
the bombing of a Preparedness 
Day parade in 1916 in which 10 
‘men died, should be freed from San 
Quentin Prison, that would not be 
the end of the case. ; : 

‘Such freedom would come 
merely as a commutation of his 
Ife sentence. Mooney wants more 
than that. He wants -vindication. 
The slow wheels of the law 
would grind on toward that goal 
even after Mooney had been freed. 

Governor Merriam has before 
him a resolution from the State 
‘Assembly asking that Mooney’s 
gentence be commuted, entirely 
without regard to whether he is 
guilty or not, pointing out that he 
has served 19 year dn prison— 
more than many life-termers serve 
—and that commuting his sentence 
is ng good a way an any to get rid 
of a troublesome and tiresome 
‘affair. é 

To show how the echoes of a 
tragedy like the Preparedness Day 
bombing echo down the years, the 
‘Agsombly’s resolution was intro- 
duced by Assemblyman Brennan, 
who.19 years ayo was one of the 
attorneys who prosecuted Warren 
K, Billings, convicted with Mooney. 
‘And one of those who opposed the 
resolution was.Assemblyman Char- 
les W. Fisher, who freely admitted 
his prejudice becduse he was one: 
of the 60 or more people wounded 
by the bomb Mooney and Billings 
were accused of planting. 


REAL FACTS OBSCURED 


That illustrates the cross-cur- 
rents of personal feeling that have 
run through the Mooney ‘case from 
the beginning. The case has been 
taken up by various organisations, | 
most publicly by those Interested 
dn promoting class struggle, until 
it has been obscured «23 a mere 
criminal case, and been turned into 
uo symbol.

In their 
rooms, or in rooma easily available 
to them were found explosives ant 
materials similar to those used by 
the perpetrator of the bomb out- 
rage. 


WIFE ALSO ARRESTED 


They were arrested, with Moon- 
ey’s wife, Rena, and two other 
men. 

Billings waa tried first. John 
MacDonald, itinerant waiter, tes- 
tified that he ‘saw four of the ne- 
cuned at the scone of the explosion. 
Estelle Smith testified she saw 
‘Billings there with a suit-case.

California superior courts have 
consistently taken ~the — position 
that the state constitution pro- 
vides that on. an appeal, only evi- 
trlat can be reviewed. As the 
evidence iu Moonoy’s. favour has 
been mostly uncarthed: since his 
trial, state courte gave no relief, 
and all efforts to get anew trint 
under California law failed. 


State procedure exhausted, the 
Mooney defence worked its way 
pp through the federal courts, 
seeking a habeas corpus, Finally 
this appeal reached 
Supreme Court, which said in 
offect: “If California law really 
nfforda no relief to a man convict~ 
ed on perjured testimony, that is 
too bad for California. State courts 
must provide such relief, because 
they must bow to the U.S. Con- 
stitution, as the supreme law, And 
that supreme Jaw guarantees 
every U. S. citizen that he shall 
not be deprived of. life, Jiberty, 
or property without due process of 
lan, nor ehall any person be 
denied the equal protection of the 
laws. Go back, now, and remind 
the Californin courts of this, and 
seo if they won't tnke a different 
view of the legal barriers that 
prevented them from acting be- 
fore.

COURT RULING AWAITED

THE LLOYD GEORGE 
CAMPAIGN 


Mr. Lloyd George has been so 
long in the political wilderness 
that he is finding it by no means 
an easy matter to stage a come- 
back. His famous Yellow Book 
on unemployment, issued some 
years ago, failed to give him.the 
following which he expected; 
whilst his recently-disclosed New 
Deal programme has met with a 
distinctly cool reception by the 
Government. Some weeks ago, 
it was announced that Mr. Lloyd 
George would collaborate with 
the Free Churches in a campaign 
for peace and cconomic recon- 
struction, the idex being that 
support would be accorded, with- 
out regard to political creeds, to 
all candidates at the next Gen- 
eral Election who pledged them- 
selves to contribute to the aims 
of movement. The idea at the 
back of this campaign was that 
these two issues are essentially 
moral- problems worthy of the 
support of the churches. A fear 
has been expressed in some quar- 
ters, however, that the campaign 
would, like so many Nonconform- 
ist ugitations of the past, take on 
a definitely political complexion, 
and for this reason there have 
been indications of a collapse of 
the movement. Some of the 
Church leaders have, in fact, 
doubts as to the 
desirability of a union between 
‘themselves and the Liberal ex- 
Premier, in view particularly of 
a stitement that Mr. Lloyd 
George had decided on present- 
ing over three hundred candid- 
ates at the next election, thus 
creating an impression that his 
main object is to create a new 
political party. Hard on. the. 
heels of this development comes 
the meeting held in London on 
Tuesday, at which Mr. Lloyd 
George hatl the support on the 
platform of Lord Snowden and 
If we are 
to.judge from the summary of 
the ex-Premier’a speech, there is 
nothing at all new in the Lloyd 
Gforge programme, certainly 
nothing. to which. either the 
Government or the Labour Party 
does not pay lip service.. Sir 
Herbert Samuel’s ‘presence on 
the same platform as Mr. Lloyd 
George is, however, an interest- 
ing development, in‘ view of the 
Party split which occurred when 
the former took office under the 
National .

HAPSBURGS RETURNING? 


It would seem that the House of 
Hapsburg is not yet through with 
its conquests {in Europe. For 
vartous reasons it haa been forced, 
from time to time, to relinquish its 
grip upon the people and destinies 
of Austria, and the atirrounding. 
territory which went to make the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire. But it 
has never been long without ‘a 
crown. Generally with a stout 
band of men-at-arms and a handful 
of foyal friends and nobles, the 
princes -of the Hapsburg blood 
were wont to work their will in 
Central Europe. But in this ine 
atance the head of the illustrious 
family, the Archduke Otte, has 
been content to await a recall to 
the country which, in - 1918, called 
him an outlaw and seized his lands 
and castles, agd all his other pos- 
sessions the revolutionaries could 
lay hands on. He could not very 
well return to Austrian while he 
was still an exile, although he 
would not have Jacked for “men- 
at-arms’” and noble gentlemen to 
fight by his sidé had he done so. 
He would have had Prince ven 
Starhemberg, for one, the 
strength of the Heimwehr, But 
the probabilities are that to have 
returned uninvited would not only 
have caused a civil war in Aus- 
trin, but would have ruined for, all 
time Archduke Otto's chances of 
regaining a throne for his family. 
Prince Otto might have won, on the 
other hahd, and the forces which 
oppose the return of the monarchy 
would then have been dealt) such 
a blow as ‘to have left them incap- 
able of further oppositions, As it 
stands, his return will probably be 
accomplished in peace, he will prob- 
ably mount the throne amidst 
scenes of the wildest rejoicings, 
for the people will hail his return 
as the sign of the re-birth of the 
Austrian Empire. But there will

be stermy days to come.

TWO ENEMIES 


There is more than the Commun- 
ist element to be reckoned with by 
the Archduke and his monarchist 
henchmen. There is the evér- 
present menace from the Nazis of 
Austria, aided and abetted, many 
persist in declaring, by the Ger- 
man Nazis across the border. 
Oficially, however, Germany is 
leaving Austria more or less alone. 
The test of strength, when it 
comes, will very likely find the 
Communists and Nazis working to- 
wards a common end, if not allied, 
willingg to postpone the settlement 
of their own differences unti} such 
time as the common enemy, the 
“Hapsburg autocrat,” is removed 
from the picture. At the moment 
their cause does not look particu- 
larly promising, for the Austrian 
Cabinet is solidly behind the move- 
ment to re-instate Archduke Otto 
as an Austrian citizen, give him 
‘back his £1,000,000 worth of con- 
fiseated properties and set him 
on the road which should lead to a 
throne, providing he walks cireums- 
peetly and does net stumble into 
one of.those pitfalls set for un- 
wary monarchs by their: wily. 
So, the son of the first 
great Hapsburg, many times re- 
moved, who built his well-walled 
fortress in Aar in 1020, the son 
of the Hapsburg who became’ Holy 
Roman Emperor in 1273, the des- 
cendant of the Prince who in 1438 
made the imperial title an acquisi-

HOLIDAYS 
SPOILED. 


Z London, June 18. 
Violent thunder and rainstorms 
were the chief features of the 
Whitsuntide weather, except for 
those wise people who, pessimistic 
of thelr chances of fine weather in 
the country or by the sea, dechded 
to stay In London. These reaped 
their roward in the shape of long 
anells of brilliant sunshine and 

searecly any incapacitating rain, 


Thousnnds of-campers are to-day 
looking, back on the worst Whitsun 
weather expericnced for years. 
Dozens who had been cycling round 
Surrey and Suasex had had prac- 
tically no sleep from the beginning 
of the holidays to the end. At the 
biggest of all the week-end camps, 
the Surrey Boy Scouts’ Association 
event at Rahmore Common near 
Dorking, where 2,000 Scouts en- 
camped in 400 tents, boys sang 
songs to keep their spirits up, 
while rain thrashed down torren- 
tially outside. 


There were violent thunder- 
storms on Sunday night, particular. 
iy In South-East England, and at 
Deal it resembled an — aerial 
bombardment, lightning flashing 
and playing all over the town and 
along the streets. At Deal a 
sentry was killed at the Marines’ 
Depot through being struck by 
lightning, The dead man was a 
young Royal Marine, Reginald 
Mason, aged about 18, of Selby, 
Yorkshire. He had just taken his 
place on duty when the box was 
struck and his clathes were burned 
of him. Parts of the sentry-box 
were thrown twenty yards. Mason 
was carrying a bayonet inp leather 
sheath, the bottom of which was 
tipped with steel, and this was 
found fused to the bayonet. The 
storm did considerable damage in 
Windsor Great Park Nad Forest, 
many old trees being struck by 
lightning, The strawberry crops, 
which had not alrendy been ruined 
hy the frosts two or three weeks 
ago, suffered extensive damage in 
the rainstorms, 


There were crowds of visitors to 
London, and Hampstead Heath was 
as usual one of the great’ attrac- 
tions, where people went to see the 
holiday Fair, 


FLEET ARRIVES 


Thousands of visitors saw the 
Mfome Fleet arrive at Portland. 
The fleet included four big capital 
ships—Nelson, Rodney; Hood and 
Renown—with two aircraft car- 
riers, Courageous and Furious, and 
cruisers and destroyers, 


Twenty thousand children were 
disappointed -in Sheflield . by the 
abandonment, because of rain, of 
the Whit Monday gathering in the 
city parks, an annual event which 
is regarded as the greatest Sunday 
School event of the year, , 


On the roads, the standard of 
driving showed a marked improve- 
ment, and there is little doubt that 
the teats for drivers are beginning 
to bear fruit. The number of 
people going the roads in Great 
Britain has been greater this 
Whitsun than ever before, and it 
was estimated that. some 200,000 
more vehicles took part in the rush 
compared with this time last year, 
Observation during the week-end 
suggests that most drivers are 
observing the 80 m.p.h. speed limit 
conscientiously. In the built-up 
areas driving has been consistent- 
ly’ good, — Outside then many 
motorists showed a tendency to 
mike up time, and reports indicated’ 
a general increase in speed along 
unrestricted roads. Whitsun is 
one of these perlods when the speed 
limit ag a reducer of accidents is 
probably leas effective than at 
ordinary times, traffic being heavier

GEORGE 
CAMPAIGN ; 


Mr. Lloyd George has been so 
long in the political wilderness 
that he is finding it by .no means 
an easy matter to stage a come- 
back. His famous Yellow Book 
on unemployment, issued some 
yetrs ago, failed to give him the 
following which he expected; 
whilst his recently-disclosed New 
Deal programme has met with a 
distinctly cool reception by the 
Government.. Some weeks ago, 
it was announced that Mr. Lloyd 
George would collaborate’ with 
the Free Churches in a campaign 
for peace and economic recon- 
struction, the idea being that 
support would be accorded, with- 


out regard-to- political creeds, to 


all candidates at the next Gen- 
eral Election who pledged them- 
selves to contribute to the aims 
of movement, The fdea at the 
back of this campaign was that 
these two issues are’ essentially 
moral problems worthy of the 
support of the churches. A fear 
has been expressed in some quar- 
ters, however, that the campaign 
would, like so many Nonconform- 
ist agitations of the past, take on 
a definitely political complexion, 
and for this reason there have 
been indications of 2 collapse of 
the movement. Some of the 
Church leaders have, in fact, 
expressed .doubts as to the 
desirability of a union between 
themselves and the Liberal ex- 
Premier, in ‘view. particularly of 
n statement that Mr. Lloyd. 
George had decided on present- 
ing over three hundred candid- 
ates at the next election, thus 
creating an impression that his 


| main object is to create a new 


politicn! party. Hard on the 
heels.of this development comes 
the meeting, held in London on 


| Tuesday, at which Mr. Lloyd 


George had tho support on the 
platform of Lord Snowden and 
Sir Herbert Samuel. If we are 
to judge from the summary of 
the ex-Premier’s speech, there is 
nothing at all new in the Lloyd 
GSorge programme, certainly 
nothing to which cither the 
Government or the Labour Party 
doen not pay lip service. Sir 
Herbert Samuel’s presence on 
the same platform as Mr, Lloyd 
George is, however, an interest- 
ing development, in view of the 
Party split which occurred when 
the former took office under the 
National Government. True, 


‘| Sir -Herbert-subsequently resign- 


ed his Cabinet post and crossed 


the. floor, with other Liberal 


members -of ‘the Government, 


NOTES or THE DAY 
HAPSBURGS RETURNING? 


It would seem that the House of 


Hapsburg is not yet through witlr 


its ‘conquests In Europe, For 
various rensons it has been forced, 
from time to time, to relinquish its 
rip upon the people and ‘destinics 
of Austria, and, the surréunding 
territory .which went to make tha 
Austro-Hungarian Empire. But it 
has never been Jong without a 
crowna Generally with no stout 


band of men-at-arms and ‘a handful 


of loyal friends and nobles, the 
princes of the Hapsburg blood 
wore wont to work their will in 
Central Europe. But in this, in- 
atance the head of the illustrious 
family, the Archduke Otto,, has 


‘| been content to await a tecall ‘to 


the country which, in 1918, called 
him an outlaw and soized his lands 
and castles, and all his other pos- 
seasiona -the revolutionaries could 
lay hands on. He could not very 
well return to Austria while ho 
was still an exile, although he 
would not have Incked for “men- 
nt-urma” and noble gentlemen to 
fight by hia side had he done 80. 
He would have had Prince von 
Starhemberg, for one, and the 
strength of ‘the Heimwehr. But 
the probabilities are ‘that to have 
returned uninvited would not only 
have cnused a civil war in’ Aus- 
trin, but would have ruined for all 
time Archduke Otto's chances of 
regaining a throne for his family. 
Prince Otto might have won, on the 
other hand, and the forces which 
oppose the return of the monarchy 
would then have been dealt such 
a blow as to have left them incap- 
able of further oppositions. Ag it 
stands, his return will probably be 
accomplished in peace, he will prob- 
ably mount the throne amidst 
seenes of the wildest rejoicings, 
for the people will hail his return 
ns the sign of the re-birth of the 
Austrian Empire. But there will 
be stormy days to come. 
oe @ « 


TWO ENEMIES 


. There is more than the-Commun- 
ist element to be reckoned with by 
the Archduke and his monarchist 
henchmen. There is the ever: 
present menace from the Nazis of 
Austria, aided and abetted, many 
persist in ‘declaring, by the Ger- 
man Nazis across the border. 
Oficially, however, Germany is 
leaving Austria more or less alone. 
The test of strength,’ when ft 
comes, will very likely find the 
Communists and Nazis working to- 
wards a.common end, if not allied, 
willing to postpone the settlement 
of their own differences until such 
time as the common enemy, the 
“Hapsburg autocrat,” is removed 
from the picture. At the moment 
their cause docs not look’ particu. 
larly promising, for the Austrian 
Cabinet is solidly behind the move- 
ment to-re-instate Archduke Otto 
as an Austrian citizen, give him 
back his £1,000,000 worth of con- 
fiscated properties and set him 
on the road which should lead to a 
throne, providing he walka cireums- 
pectly and does not stumble Into 
one of those pitfalls, sect for un- 
wary monarchs by their wily 
enemies. .So, the son of the first 
great Hnapsburg, many times re- 
moved, who built his well-wallod 
fartrers in Aar in 1020, the son 
of the Hapsbury who became Holy 
Roman Emperor in 1273, the des- 
cendant of. the Prince who-in 1438 
mide the imperial title an uequisi- 
tion of his house for practically 600 
yenrs, having lost the throne in 
1918, returns in triumph in 1936 
.. . or so the plan appears. We 
wonder if in 
young prince runs, the same flery 
ambition which gave to his fore- 
bears first- a castle, then a cian, 
later a kingdom and then, In turn, 
rich provinces: Styria, Carinthia, 
Tyrol, Bohemia and Hungary.

contract is to find two diamonds in 
the declarer’s hand, therefore he 
overtakes his purtner’s king of dia- 
monds with the ace and deliberately 
leads the nine of spades right into 
{he dummy's ace queen. He can 
safely lead this singleton as he is 
certain of getting In on the first 
trump lead as he holda the ace of 
trump. B 

When the declarer returns the 
deuce of hearts from dummy, Fast 
does not play second hand low, but 
jumps right up with the ace and 
lends a dinmond to his partner, 
Weat> winning with the queen, 
West returns the king of spades, 
dummy covering with’ the ace, and 
Fast gets in a small trump, rofling 
with the three of hearts. ,He re- 
turns the 10 of clubs, but the de- 
clarer wins with the ace. 

Declarer picks up the remaining 
trump and leads his king and a. 
small club, entering the dummy 
with the queen, and discarding his 
losing spude on the jack of clubs. 
But East, by overtaking his part- 
ner's good king of diamonds and 
returning his singleton while he 
still hnd control of the trump suit, 
defeated the declarer's contract one 
trick, 

If West by chance had opened the 
jack of spades, when East got in 
with the sce of trump, he should 
underlead: his diamond, West would 
return a sprde.which he would 
trump and again East should un- 
derlead his ace of.diamonda so as 
‘to got a second ruff. In this case 
East and West would have defeated 
the contract two tricks, but this 
might prove a very dangerous open- 
ing by West. *

‘impure milk on June 6, Chul Nam, 


marter of the Kwong Tai Cheung 
shop, No. 2 King. Kwong Street, | 
ground floor, wos fined $50 by Mr. 
W. Schofield at the Central Magis- 
tracy yesterday aftornoon, . 

The complninant was Sanitary In- 
spector T. L. Clark, who sent a boy 
with 40 cents to purchase the -mil 
from the shop, and had entered the 
shop as soon an the purchase money 
was taken by one gf the fokis and 
two ‘bottles of milk placed on the 
counter, . 

After Yeung Shek-wai had deposed 
to having purchased the milk, Sani- 
tary Inspector Clark gavo corroborn- 
tive evidence, and further stated that 
he asked defendant, who was then 
present, if he had any objections to 
the milk being taken to the Govern: 
ment Anntyat. The defendant —re- 
plied in the negative. He then 
examined the two bottles, and saw 
that they did not appear to have 
been opened, and the seals appeared 
intact, and {n no way damaged, He 
then removed the covers, and poured 
the milk into a jug, which defendant 
agreed was clean and dry. He mixed 
the milk up and put it into three 


put the corks in and sealed them, 
giving one bottle to the defendant. 
One of the other bottles he sent to 
the Government Analyst, and a re- 
port on the milk reached the Sanitary 
epartment on June 8. 
Covera Removable 

Mr. J. L. Tetley, of the Govern- 
ment Analyee Department, said he 
analysed the milk, and gave the 
certifiente produced in Court. 
further stated . it was possible, 
with the exercise of a little care, to 
remove the covers from the Dairy 
Farm bottles, and replace them in the 
same way without leaving traces at 


all, 

Mr, Schofield nointed out to defend- 
ant that, according to the report, the 
milk: contained 7.64 per cent, of 
solids instend of 8.6 per cent., and 
2.72 per cent, of fat instead of 3 
per cent. aa in the Ordinance. 

Defendant said he did not know 
whether the milk was good or bad, 
beenuse he had bought it from the 
Dairy Farm Company.’
